9th, a great crowd gathered in the 
Fundamentalist Baptist Tabernacle 
to hear the young Russian Evan- 
gelist, Paul Voronaeff, who came 
to Dallas under the auspices of 
The Association of Christian 
Youth’s Movements of America 
with headquarters at Calvary Bap- 
tist Church at New York City. 
Rev. Voronaeff has recently spoken 
to crowds totaling an estimated 
quarter of a million people in his 
nation-wide tour. He has spoken 
in the great Moody church in Chi- 
cago, Dr. H. A. Ironside pastor, 
in Moody Bible Institute, in the 
First Baptist Church in Minneap- 
olis, Dr. W. B. Riley pastor, and 
in the Northwestern Bible and Mis- 
sionary Training School, in num- 
erous high schools and colleges 
and the largest fundamentally 
sound churches in the country.

Voronaeff was in Russia 13 years. 

The pictures impressed upon the 
“great audiences the horrors of 
Communism and Socialism as they 
exist today in Godless, Christless 
Russia.

Lying and deceit are one of the 
marks of the close of this age. 
Il Timothy 3:13 declares that ‘Evil 
men and seducers shall wax werse 
and worse DECEIVING AND BE- 
ING DECEIVED.” We are told 
that “FALSE prophets shall rise, 
and shall deceive many” (Matt.), 
and I Timothy 4:1, 2 says, 

“Now the Spirit speaketh ex- 
pressly, that in the latter times 
some shall depart from the faith, 
giving heed to seducing spirits, 
and doctrines of devils; : 


Faise 


— lies in hypocrisy; hav- 
ing their conscience seared with a 
hot iron." 


Being seduced by evil spirits and 
speaking lies in hypocrisy is one 
of the marks of “the latter times.” 
and “false accusers” will be many 
and strong in the perilous times 
of “the last days” (II Tim. 3:1, 3). 
In these days we may expect “false 
teachers’”’ who shall come in “privi- 


ly,’ that is, secretly, deceitfully, 
with damnable heresies denying 
the Lord, and the language of 
these preachers and teachers will 
be “feigned words” (II Pet. 2:1- 
3). 

Lying and deceit are becoming 
most prevalent sins, as Satan, the 
god of this world, more and more 
makes himself felt. When the man 
of sin, the Antichrist appears, he 
will come “with all deceivableness 
of unrighteousness” (II Thess. 2: 
10) and with “lying wonders” (TI 
Thess. 2:9), and if it were possible 
he would deceive the very elect 
(Matt. 24:24). 

Christian people are so swept off 
their feet by the worldliness 
around them that we need especial- 
ly to beware of the sin of lying. 


All Lying Is of the Devil 

Many people believe a lie is a 
very small matter, but they do not 
realize that it is one distinctive 
qualification .of the devil. Jesus 
said in John 8:44, 

"Ye are of your father the devil, 
and the. lusts of your-father ye-will 
do. He was a murderer from the 
beginning and abode not in the 
truth, because there is no truth in 
him. When he speaketh a lie, he 
speaketh of his own: for he is a 
liar, and the father of it.” 

Satan is himself a liar. There 
is no truth in him. When Satan 
first spoke to man in the Garden 


of Eden, he spoke with a lie, and

(Psalms 58:3).

That is true of all, both Jew 
and Greek, saved and lost, Paul 
tells us. 

Dear Christian, it is your con- 
stant duty to watch this sinful 
tendency to lie and deceive and 
keep it under, mortify it.

Lying Is an Abomination to God 


The sin of lying is so terrible 
that God put, “Thou shalt not bear 
false witness” as one of the ten 
commandments, Lying ranks 
alongside idolatry, murder, adul- 
tery and stealing in God’s sight, 
and He put it in the same deca- 
logue. Lying is such an abomina- 
tion to God that He mentions it 
repeatedly in the Bible as a ter- 
rible sin. We are told that “These 
six things doth the Lord hate: yea, 
seven are an abomination unto 
him; a proud look, a lying tongue, 
and hands that shed innocent 
blood, an heart that deviseth wicx- 
ed imaginations, feet that be swift 
in running to *mischief, a false 
witness that speaketh lies, and he 
that soweth discord among breth- 
ren” (Prov. -6:16-19). God hates 
lying so much that of the seven 
things that are an abomination to 
Him TWO OF THEM ARE LY- 
ING! Notice that among the seven 
things that the Lord says He hates 
are, “a lying tongue,’ and “a fa)se 
witness that speaketh lies.’ That 
is the reason that this list is called 
“six things” and then “seven.’’ 
There are six sins, but lying is 
mentioned twice. We are told again 
that “Lying lips are abomination 
to the Lord: but they that dea! 
truly are his delight” (Prov. 12: 
22). If God is delighted with they 
that deal truly, how horrible in 
God’s sight it must be for a child 
of God to speak lies. God even 
commands us not to respect those 
that turn aside to lies (Psalms 
40:4) and we have the solemn 
warning that “the mouth of them 
that speak lies ‘shall be stoppel’’ 
(Psalms 63:11). God has set Him- 
self forever against a lie and must 
bring it to exposure, to judgment 
and punishment. How tenderly the 
Lord spleads with Christians in 
Ephesians 4:25: 

"Wherefore, putting away lying, 
speak every man truth with his 
neighbor," 
and then in verse 30, He explains 
that such sins grieve the Holy 
Spirit of God who dwells within 
us and by whom we are sealed un- 
to the day of redemption! 

Lying is of the devil, it is an 
outbreaking of the leperous, car- 
nal, wicked nature, it is an abcm- 
ination to God, it grieves the Holy 
Spirit who dwells within God’s peo- 
ple and it must always bring sor- 
row, rebuke and failure. Lying is 
a terrible business! 


Modern Excuses for Lying 


Doctors are sometimes taught 
that lying is permissable under 
certain circumstances—that to tell 
the truth would sometimes do more 
harm than good. So they some- 
times deceive patients and deceive 
the families. I will say frankly 
that I want no doctor to wait on 
me or my family who is a lying 
agent of Satan. A man who will 
lie about one thing} will lie about 
another if he has enough to gain 
by it, and a liar can never be 
trusted. 

Lawyers customarily feel that 
lying and deceit are a proper part 
of the practice of their profession. 
How low, then, their profession 
has fallen! No wonder that lar 
and lawyer sound so much alike! 
We can well understand how any 
group of men who have been will- 
ing to approve lying’ have largely 
sold out to criminals, defeat justice 
on any technicality and have led 
the people to despise the laws, 
courts and government which they 
are sworn to uphold. I am sure 
there are honorable, upright law- 
yers who scorn and hate a lie, but 
the public generally has been led 
to adopt the attitude of the Irish- 
man who wandered in a grave- 
yard reading the epitaphs. On one 
headstone, he read, “Here lies a 
lawyer and an honest man.” And 
he exclaimed in astonishment, “Be- 
gorra, here are two men buried 
in the same grave!” 

Lying and dishonesty has 
brought great reproach on the 
legal profession. 

Modern business makes the fre- 
quent excuse “You can’t make a 
living and be absolutely truthful. 
You can’t get by in this modern 
world with all its wickedness un- 
less you lie like others do.” So 
Some used car dealers turn back 
the speedometers to read thousands 
of miles less than the actual mil- 
age on the cars they sell. Clothing 
stores insist that “Yes, it is abso- 
lutely pure virgin wool,” when 
often it is not. Or “It is the latest 
Style” when it was kept over from

Here 
in Dallas the city government has 
to wage a constant warfare 
against crooked scales, short 
weight and adulterated products. 
And the daily paper yesterday, De- 
cember 3rd, reported that “The 
Federal Trade Commission charged 
twenty-one automobile manufac- 
turers and financers Thursday with 
obtaining a higher rate of interest 
on deferred car payments than 
they have advertised they charge.” 
“The Commission said that the 
complaints alleged the company 
advertised they sold their cars on 
an annual 6% payment plan. Ac- 
tually, the Commission chafged, 
the interest payments total about 
12%.” 

Then follows the names of the 
principal automobile makers of 
America! Lying, straight out false- 
hood, is the commonly accepted 
business practice-in a large part 
of modern busihess. Actually that 
simply means that men sell out 
to Satan hoping to gain by lying 
and deceit. 

Parents, especially feel that ly- 
ing is permitted in their case in 
dealing with children.

They glibly explain that nde 
bring babies, that Santa Claus 
lives at the North Pole, that rab- 
bits lay Easter eggs, that “the 
‘booger man’ will get you if you 
don’t go to sleep.” An adult’s idea 
of a joke on children is, “I am 
going to give baby sister to the 
neighbors.” In fact, books and 
magazines,even have helpful hints 
to parents on how to deceive their 
children. The churches help all 
they can, amd pastors and Sunday 
*School teachers faithfully propa- 
gate the lie about Santa Claus 
lik- 
ing that better than the truth 
about the Babe born in a manger, 
the shepherds on the hillsides, the 
wise men from the East and the 
angels who praised God saying, 


* “Glory to God iin the highest.’ 


Churches have their Easter pro- 
grams where children are taught 
not about the resurrection 
of the Saviour, but about Easter 
eggs, little chickens, and baby rab- 
bits. Children’s classes are given 
miniature gifts of rabbits with their 
little nests of candy eggs which 
they presumably have laid. Thus 
the whole background of a child’s 
life is formed of a tissue of lies! 
Small wonder that he soon learns 
to have no confidence in the opip- 
ions of the mother and father who 
dealt with him so falsely. If any 
parent reads this, I suggest that 
you check and see which one your 
child will believe first, you, or his 
high school teacher! Children in- 
stinctively know that one who 
brazenly lies about Santa Claus 
and babies and “booger man” and 
whipping, can’t be trusted when 
they express opinions about danc- 
ing and drinking and gambling ana 
picture shows.

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selves lest the carnal nature that 
is in all of us, that evil deceitful 
nature, leads, them to lie. Every 
preacher knows the temptation to 
exaggerate, to color falsely, to 
boast over much, to tell only one 
side of what happened. Preachers 
very properly long to be loved and 
respected. How easy it is for a 
preacher to miss the truth! The 
preacher must illustrate his mes- 
sage from a thousand sources. How 
can his memory always be ac- 
curate? And would the message 
not be more impressive if the in- 
cident were repeated as if it hap- 
pened to the preacher himself? 
You who are not preachers do not 
know the terrible pressure Satan 
brings upon every speaker to ex- 
aggerate or to tell only part of 
the truth, or to intimate more than 
is true or less than is true. 


I supose the most obvious mat- 
ter about which preachers lie is 
the size of the crowds they have 
preached to. This is a painful and 
embarrassing matter, but prac- 
tically every church auditorium is 
greatly overrated in capacity, and 
preachers are responsibie for that. 
A preacher feels that if he can 
tell that he has had big crowds 
to preach to, it will prove that he 
is a great preacher. Kvery preach- 
er wants to be known as a great 
preacher. Therefore many preach- 
ers lie about the size of their 
crowds. 

It must be said in fairness that 
many preachers have very hazy 
ideas on this question and do not 
know how to accurately estimate 
the capacity of a building. But 
they could find out. I have 
preached in many theatres and 
have uniformly found that thea- 
tre owners know accurately how 
many people their buildings will 
hold and that they almost never 
exaggerate the seating capacity. 
They do certainly exaggerate their 
attractions. Preachers in this mat- 
ter cannot be trusted like theatre 
men, probably because the thea; 
tre man is thinking about money 
and the preacher about reputation. 

In a leading religious magazine 
within the past week, I saw a re- 
port of the Gipsy Smith revival 
in Dallas. It was a great revival. 
I attended a number of services. 
The crowds were really enormous 
and the remults, I believe, were 
blessed. 

But the renorter of the meeting 
stated that the First Baptist Church 
seats 6,00Q peop. when in fact 
it seats Considerably less than half 
of that. I cOunted the opera chairs 
in the various lengths of rows in 
the entire balcony, then the num- 
ber of such rows very carefully. 
I counted the number in the choir. 
I carefully counted the number of 
persons closely packed in the Gip- 
sy Smith meeting in a row of seats 
across the entire auditorium and 
multiplied by the number of such 
rows in the entire lower floor. I 
estimated that way that the build+ 
ing seated 2,540 people. A church 
auditorium actually seating 2,500 
people, as that does, is a magnifi- 
cent auditorium. Why stretch it 
to the enormous and mythical ca- 
pacity of 6,000? I do not know 
who made the report, and I was 
in the heartiezt sympathy with the 
great Gipsy Smith revival. The 
crowds were really enormous. But 


I know that whatever preacher re-|& 


ported that revival ought to have 
taken five or ten minutes and 
found out at least the approximate 
capacity of that wonderful church 
building before making such a ter- 
rible blunder; a false statement 
that will bring reproach upon 
preachers and churches. 


If he was dealing in hear-say, he 
should have said so. I use this 
case only as an illustration of a 
very general and widespread habit 
which preachers have of misrep- 
resenting the size of their crowds. 
That habit is so general that a 
preacher feels if he tells the real 
number he has it will appear small 
in comparison with crowds of other 
preachers. I suppose there is no 
church auditorium in America that 
will seat anything in the neighbor- 
hood of 6,000 people. Certainly 
the great ones that I have seen 
do not. It is claimed that the 
great Moody church in Chicago 
will seat 4,000 people, and I do 
not question that, I do not know. 
Very few preachers in America 
regularly preach to congregations 
of a thousand people. I wish I 
regularly had that many hearers. |

Only a handful! of the world’s 
greatest preachers do. Spurgeon’s 
great tabernacle in London, Eng- 
land is said, by careful judges, to 
have seated only about 3,000 or a 
little more. The same building now 
seats less, I am told. 

A very liberal rule to estimate 
seating space is six square feet 
per person. An auditorium 60 by 
100, then, would seat 1,000 people, 
provided it was all in the audi- 
torium and was carefully and 
closely seated. On this basis, our 
auditorium in Dallas would seat 
approximately 1,560 people. At 
present it is not quite filled with

Former Divisions Healed 


Like many Fundamentalist Bap- 
tist Churches in the Southwest, the 
church at Sherman has had di- 
visions. Several of the pastors in 
the past have followed the advice 
and example of one who urges the 
preachers either “eliminate, as- 
similate or annihilate” all who op- 
pose the pastor on any ground. 
That teaching and example have 
resulted in machine politics, whis- 
pering campaigns, and excluding 
from church membership all who 
differ with the pastor in numerous 
Fundamentalist churches through- 
out the Southwest. Thus fighting 
and personal attacks have been 
synonymous with fundamentalism 
in the mind of many people. More 
than once I have gone back to 
churches which I organized and 
left in perfect harmony to try to 
undo the harm done by divisions. 
In Sherman there have been one or 
two very happy and successful 
brief pastorates since the church 
was organized and some others 
not so happy. Now the church is 
rallying finely to the ministry of 
my brother, Joe B. Rice, an hum- 
ble, consecrated man, clean in his 
life, fervent in spirit, and a Bible 
preacher of more than ordinary 
ability. The people lové and re- 
spect him and thank God for his 
ministry. 

The other night the church voted 
to apologize to the former mem- 
bers and to the public for hasty 
actions of the past and asked mem- 
bers who had been either the vic- 
tims or participants in the divisions 
to return to forgive and be for- 
given. Some useful members have 
returned to the church and others 
will, we feel sure. The church 
is paying its bills and is growing 
steadily in repute in the town. 


Yesterday Mr. Stroh and I had 
services in the Sherman High 
School where Professor R. L. Speer 
is the principal. The reception was 
most cordial, and we were request- 
ed to return whenever we came 
again to Sherman. 


Now it is Thursday and the re- 
vival is closed with fine crowds 
Tuesday night and several coming 
to, God. 

We appreciate, also, courtesies of 
the Sherman Democrat in spread- 
ing news of the revival. 


Happy Conversions 


From her rural home a woman 
heard me the other day on. the 
Sherman radio station, and wrote 


me this: five years ago she heard 
me two nights on the court house 
square in that revival. The first 
night she was converted and went 
home happy, but did not let it be 
known. “I have always felt bad 
because I did not tell you,” she 
said, “ and now I already feel bet- 
ter for writing it down!” 


Thank God for the happy con- 
versions during the meeting. 


Four were saved in one family, 
but each one in separate services. 
A fifteen year old boy, I won in a 
Sunday afternoon service. Then a 
daughter was saved. The mother 
was so happy, that she asked me 
to join her in prayer for a son- 
in-law, who would be present the 
next night. She pointed him out 


‘to me the next night, and though 
he did not come during the invita- 


tion, I found him trembling and 
willing to be saved at the close. It 
was a joy to tell him how to be 
saved. (Thank God for a mother- 
in-law who could win her son-in- 
law! Lot was as one that mocked 
to his son-in-law!). Later, a ten 
year old son was saved and came 
down happily to claim Christ. He 
is a beautiful boy, but I do not 
know whether his sweet face with 
teary eyes was a more lovely sight 
than that of this woman, lighted 
by holy joy over her four saved! 

A lost man stood during the in- 
vitation beside his family. With- 
out a word from anybody, he trust- 
ed Christ and came out openly to 


claim it. A lost woman pushed by 
her stubborn husband Thursday 
night to come to the front and 
claim Christ. She is to be baptized, 
and with tears thanked me “for 
what you have done for me.’ A 
man, once a preacher, who had 
fallen into deep sin, confessed his 
backslidings with tears and de- 
clared his intention to hereafter 
follow Christ with all his heart. 
He begged others to beware of 
the lures of Satan. These incidents 
in the services are characteristic, 
and made our hearts happy, as 
did many others. 

Brother Stroh won a woman who 
had long hesitated because she 
looked for feeling before faith — 
she wanted some evidences before 
trusting Christ and claiming 
Christ. The quiet way peace came 
into her heart as she decided to 
take the Word of God for it that 
she would be forgiven the moment 
she believed on Christ, was certain- 
ly sweet. Last night she openly 
confessed Christ, and said, “It has 
come into my mind several times 
that maybe 1 wasn’t saved, but 
I know I am now.” 


Several were saved in personal 
work outside the services. Two 
young men selling apples from a 
truck were the easiest to win. One 
had no mother, no father, had been 
an orphan since a small child, but 
an honest, energetic fellow. How 
he listened to the story of Jesus 
and tock my hand eagerly to claim 
Him! Then he called his buddy and 
soon he, too, was trusting Jesus. 
They seemed unashamed as we 
talked openly about their need for 
Christ before others who passea 
by. And the half bushel of apples 
I bought were certainly good! 1 
got more than apples for my 
eighty-five cents! 

A young married woman had an 
apartment in the home where l 
was entertained. More than onc<¢ 
I played with her baby and talked 
to her about her poor lost soul and 
her need of Christ. Her husband 
worked late most nights so they 
could not easily attend the revival. 
Finally she became greatiy con- 
cerned, and after a half hour ot 
explanation and teaching and en- 
treaty on the part of the good 
landlady and myself, she claimed 
Christ. I believe she had real faith, 
and she seemed very happy there- 
after. A day or two later her 
mother came to visit her, and 
naturally salvation was the theme 
of the conversation. The mother 
thought that a saved person could 
be lost, her young married daugh- 
ter, just saved, insisted that God 
would keep everyone of His chil- 
dren. Both agreed it would be set- 
tled by the Bible, she came to me 
to have me show where the Bible 
said it! I marked in the little Bible 
John 5:24, John 10:27-29, and 
Romans 8§:33-39. I made no com- 
ment but she immediately returned 
to her mother with these passages 
and without further argument, the 
matter was settled evidently to the 
satisfaction of both! I wish the 
rest of us would as quickly and 
whole-heartedly take the Word of 
God at face value as does a new 
born Christian and sometimes an 
unsaved sinner! 

Brother Joe won a lost man and 
his wife to Christ in their home 
and they came forward in the serv- 
ices to claim it. The man’s old 
gray-haired mother shouted praises 
to God for the salvation of her 
middle-aged son. 

Other happy incidents throng to 
mind but these are enough. De- 
spite rain, mud and cold, which, in 
this black land country greatly 
hinder the attendance, the dear 
Lord gave us a great time of 
blessing. It is sweet to preach the 
gospel, sweeter yet to see sinners 
saved. 

Now we are back in Dallas. To- 
day we have had the joy of see- 
ing @ number of conversions in a 
home where death approaches. Let 
us, like Jesus, be about the Fa- 
ther’s business of winning souls. 
The night comes when no man can 
work. 

“And when Abram was ninety 
years old and nine, the Lord ap- 
peared to Abram, and said unto 
him, I am the Almighty God: walk 
before me and be perfect...and 
Abram fell on his face and God

seats. An auditorium 100 feet 7am 
200 feet would have 20,000 feet of 
floor space. If you deduct 2,000 
square teet for entrancé ways, bap- 
tistry, dressing rooms, etc., then 
the 18,000 square feet left, if close- 
ly seated, would hold 3,000 people. 
If seats are farther than three 
feet from back to back, if aisles 
are wide, and if much space is 
wasted, then it would seat less. As 
usually seated, with benches or 
pews, instead of opera chairs, 
such an auditorium would seat 
2,250 or 2,500 people. 

It is a wicked shame that 
preachers have been so notorious 
in their exaggerations that ‘“min- 
isterially speaking” to many peo- 
ple means telling a whopper! 

I have heard a preacher say to 
men, “Go on, lie to your wife. She 
likes it and God will forgive you.” 
I have known of preachers mak- 
ing appointments to speak at cer- 
tain places when they knew at the 
time that they could not be there 
and expected and intended to send 
a substitute. I have known of 
preachers, who, in order to be 
called to a church, claimed to be 
“a loyal coOperating Baptist,” 
when they were not, and others 
who declared they were out and 
out Fundamentalists when they 
were not. I have known preachers 
who in one congregation believed 
in open communion and alien im- 
mersion, and before another con- 
gregation were strictly close on 
baptism and the Lord’s Supper! 
Some preachers are like the coun- 
try school teacher applying for a 
job who told the trustees inquiring 
whether he believed the world 
round that he “could teach the 
round or flat system either one, it 
didn’t matter to him.” . 


"Ye Are My Witnesses" 


Christians, we are witnesses ot 
the Lord Jesus Christ. Our useful- 
ness to Christ depends upon the 
faithfulness of our testimony. 
Peter and John said, “We cannot 
but speak the things which we 
have seen and heard.” The integri- 
ty of a Christian’s testimony is one 
of the most important things in 
the world. I beg you, dear read- 
er, SO speak the truth that the un- 
saved man near you will believe 
what you say about Christ and 
about being born again, about 
Heaven and Heil and judgment, 

In the first great church at Je- 
rusalem, the integrity of Christian 
testimony Was so important that 
the first man and woman *vho were 
publicly known to have lied were 
struck dead by the Holy Spirit! 
Peter said, “Ye have not lied unto 
men, but unto God.” Oh, may God 
give us a tender, sensitive con- 
science that burns and hurts, under 
falsehood and will speak nothing 
but the truth, and that in love: 
We do not need, always, to tell 
all we know, but certainly what we 
do tell should be absolutely true. 
A Christian should never need to 
swear, but should say, “Yea,” or 
“Nay” and be believed, like an un- 
converted man under oath. “Let 
your yea be yea and your nay, 
nay. 59 

We need to have among the chil- 
dren of God a wholesale time of 
repentance and confession. -D. L. 
Moody telis that a woman once 
came to him asking prayer and 
advice concerning a habit of ex- 
aggregation. Moody advised her 
that the next time she exaggerated 


she should simply confess to her 
friends that she had lied! When 
you confess that exaggerativi, 
talse insinuations and hair trutns 
are really wicked lies, and tnac 
every lie is from Satan, the fa- 
ther of lies, then you will find it 
easier to quit this terrible sin that 
God hates, this sin which grieve» 
the Holy Spirit, this sin,or those 
who will be left outside the gate 
of Paradise! 

All of us need to remember that 
“Lying lips are an abomination to 
God, but those that deal truly are 
his delight,’’ and that two of these 
things which God hates are a ly- 
ing tongue and a false witness 
that speaketh lies. 

Nearly all the slanders that 
break some one’s heart are com- 
posed of lying half truths, insinu- 
ations, hear-says and exaggeration. 
If Christians will follow the com- 
mand of the Bible and “Putting 
away lying, speak every man truth 
with his neighbor” a peace will 
fall upon the churches of the land 
such as we have never had before. 


Christmas time draws near. Let 

each preacher, every teacher, ev- 
ery parent promise God now that 
they will tell no lies in the name ot 
the Lord this Christmas, about 
Santa Claus or reindeers or any- 
thing else. That does not honor 
God. 
And as the New Year draws on, 
let us make a solemn vow to God 
that we will earnestly try to “Lie 
not one to another.” 


Let us have no respect for liars 
as God commanded (Psalms 40:4). 
And let us earnestly try to keep 
in subjection these wicked, de- 
ceitful hearts of ours. We should 
earnestly long for the time to come 
when our Saviour from Heaven 
will release us from our carnal, 
lying diSpositions and make us like 
Jesus who is “the Truth” and like , 
“God that cannot lie.” 

And let us warn sinners every, 
where that outside the gate of the 
New Jerusalem will be “Whosoever 
loveth and maketh a lie!’’
